Paul Werner Presented With 
Gold Medal for Extraordi- 
nary Services.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Back 
from his month’s vacation in Flor- 
ida President-elect Hoover reached 
Washington today at 1:30 p. m. 
The President-elect, accompan- 
fed by Mrs. Hoover, was met at 
Union Station by Hubert Work, 
chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, and by George 
Akerson, his private secretary. 


Few persons were admitted to tHe 


station platform, but a crowd of 
about 200 had gathered in the sta- 


tion to welcome him. Hoover was 
applauded as he passed through 
the station. 

Bronzed by the Southern sun Mr. 
and Mrs. Hoover posed for an in- 
stant for cameramen and movie 
operators before entering their 
automobile and proceeding to their 
S street home. 

The President-elect will imme- 
diately arrange for conferences on 
important questions which will be 
carried on to the eve of inaugura- 
tion. It is expected he will consult 
with some of those who are to be 
in his Cabinet. 


All conferences will be held at 
his S street home as he intends to 
remain in comparative seclusion 
there until inauguration day. 

While Hoover has made no com- 
ment on reports that he will visit 
Havana soon after his inaugura- 
tion, some of his advisers declare 
he will remain in Washington un- 
til the end of the special session of 
Congress. 

They point to a number of ques- 
tions which will engross his atten- 
tion before the special session. 
such as conferences with farm 
leaders on agricultural] relief pre. 
paratory to formulation of his rec- 
ommendations to the new Congress 
on this subject. 

General policies with respect to 
the functioning of various depart- 
ments of the Government also will 
be subjects of frequent conferences 
with Cabinet officers, it is argued.

Continuation of Hyde Control. 

Opponents of Thompson declared 
his appointment would mean a con- 
tinuatiorn of the Hyde control of 
the Insurance Department, a con- 
trol that has been in force for 
eight years. They asserted it would 


for reciprocal insurance companies 
in the fight that the reciprocals 
and stock fire insurance companies 
have waged for years for contro! 
of the department. Hackmann. 
Thompson's principal opponent for 
the appointment. was backed by 
indorsements of many of the stock 
companies. 

Gov. Caulfield said Thompson 
had received many indorsements, 
and that some of them were from 
representatives of stock fire insur- 
ance companies.

After Hyde went out of office, 
Thompson worked for a building 
and loan association in Kansas 
City. and more recently has been 
an agent for a life insurance com- 
pany of which former Gov. Hyde 
is president. Ben C. Hyde was 
appointed insurance superintend- 
ent in 1921 by his brother, Gov. 
Hyde. His appofntment was con- 
sidered a victory for the recipro- 
al companies. He was reappoint- 
ed in 1925 by Gov. Baker. 

About two years ago, Superin- 
tendent Hyde suffered a stroke of 
paralysis, and since that time has 
had no contact with the Insurance 
Department. Its affairs have been 
handled by subordinates. His res- 
ignation was submitted to Gov. 
Caulfield recently. 

Caulfield said appointment of 
Thompson had been deferred to 
March 10, because a large number

FLOODS FOLLOW 
SEVERE COLD IN 


Many Reported Drowned or 
Homeless When Danube 
and Tributaries Leave 
‘Banks. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Feb. 19.—Flood ter- 


ror replaced the rigor of the bitter 
cold over a large part of Europe 
today. It was feared that when 
the toll] of the inundations. real 
and prospective, was complete, it 
would equal or surpass that of the 
cold. 

The Danube and tributaries went 
over their banks and forced many 
from their homes Melting snow 
and ice caused disastrous fioods tn 
Macedonia and Thrace Bavarian 
rivers overflowed, while _risirg 
temperatures in Northern Italy 


foreshadowed rapid swelling of 
rivers there. 

Temperatures were less extreme 
than they have been. but in many 
localities the thermometer had not 
risen to above freezing point. Ad- 
vices from the Danube district. 
where ice and snow have been 
piled six feet thick over the sur- 
face of the river. indicated a worse 
situation there than elsewhere. 
The Danube and its tributaries had 
not only to carry off the huge load 
of melting ice and snow, but faced 
the hazard of ice dams which 
spread its waters over wide areas 
before they could be broken. 

‘ in Macedonia. 


Widespread damage was report- 
ed from Thrace and Macedonia 
where the Struma and other riv- 
ers overflowed. sweeping away 
bridges and hundreds of cattle and 
flooding homes. A number of 
peasants were drowned. 

Part of the city of Cavalla. site 
of an American tobacco depot. was 
submerged. while Heraclia was 
transformed into a vast lake with 
inhabitants being fed by merchants 
who plied their trade in boats. 
Jugo-Slavian and Grecian soldiers 
co-operated to save lives and prop- 
erty. 

In Bavaria large areas were 
flooded by overflowing rivers, the 
situation adding greatly to the suf- 
fering from what was stil! extreme 
cold. 

It was reported from Stockholm

LENROOT DENIES 
THAT HE LOBBIED 


FOR POWER TRUST 


Ex-Senator Tells, Judiciary 
Committee He Never Ap- 


proached Former - Col- 
leagues Over Inquiry.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.-—For- 
mer Senator Irvane T. Lenroot 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, whose nomina- 
ion for the Court of Customs Ap- 
peals is now pending in the Senate, 
denied before the Senate Judiciary 
Committee today that he had ever 
lobbied or personally solicited Sen- 
ators in behalf of the rower Trust 
against the Walsh resolucion for an 
investigation of gas and electric 
public utilities. ee 

He said that the $20,000 he re- 
ceived as a fee from the Joint Com- 
mittee of National Utility Associa- 
tions for appearing before the Sen- 
ate Interstate Commerce Commit- 
tee was as ethical as an attorney's 
appearance in court, 

Senator Borah (Rep.), Idaho, 
asked Lenroot whether he had seen 
statements in newspapers that he 
was employed as a lobbyist for the 
Joint Committee. 

Regrets He Didn't Sue. 

“rt saw them,” Lenroot replied, 
“and it is now a matter of sincere 
regret that I did not depai. from 
my usual custom and sue those 
newspapers for libel. I never 
sought to influence any Senacor or 
member of the committee other 
than by arguments: . open commit- 
tee meetings. At no time did I ever 
discuss legislation with Senators on 
the floor of the Senate. 
ter of fact, I have been on ‘-.e floor 
only once since I retired.” 

“What are your views as to the 
proprietoy of a former Senator ac- 
cepting employment as a lobby-st 
and then availing himself of the 
advantages of his former  posi- 
tion?’’ Borah asked. 

“I have very decided views as 
to that,” Lenroot replied. ‘‘No Sen- 
ator should use privileges which 
inure to him because of his stand- 
ing as a former Senator. When I 
was a member of.the fenate. I 
made some emphatic remarks on 
the abuse of the floor privilege and 
cn one occasion I was instrumental 
in having a former Senator driven 
from the floor.” 

Says He Refused Offers. 

Lenroot referred to former Sen- 
ator Hoke Smith (Dem.), Georgia, 
who was said to be lobbying on the 
floor of the Senate. 

“I have had many offers of em- 
ployment which would have _  in- 
volved persona! solicitation of Sen- 
ators, but I have refused all such 
proffers,”’ Lenroot continued. 
“When I accepted employment 
with the Joint Committee I did so 
on the expressed condition that 
there would be no personal Solic:- 
tation of Senators. I have even 
made that a condition of work ac- 
cepted by my firm.” 

Borah asked Lenroot about his 
interview with former Secretary of 
the Interior Albert B. Fall regard- 
ing the leasing of naval oil _ re- 
serves.

“All of the original . estimates 
were more or less guesswork. It 


was impossible at that time to as-

T, as Mayor of St. Louis, am now 
being criticised because the com- 
pleted courthouse will not. stay 
strictly within the HUmits set nine 
years ago. ; 

“I want to tell you all that I 
would be a fine Mayor if I didn’t 


+ complete the courthouse so all the 


judges we have could get into it. 
Why build a courthouse now and 
spend $4,000,000 for the imme- 
diate necessities of this year only? 
What we need in completing these 
projects is a vision of the needs of 
10 and 20 years from this time. 

“I would call the attention of 
certain of my critics to the fact 
that not all buildings constructed 
by contractors are held within the 
original estimates. If you doypbt 
me, I refer you to the contractor 
who is doing the construction work 
on the River des Peres project. He 
underestimated the cost by $500,- 
000 and is going to lose just that 
amount. 

“So, when humans make esti- 
mates of any kind there are apt to 
be variations. Business men every 
day make wrong computations of 
that sort. You have them in your

IS ENGROSSED 


House Advances St.’ Louis 
Measures for Excess Con- 
demnation and for Long- 
Term Bond Issue. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. . 


JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 19. — 
One-half the St. Louis rapid tran- 
sit program was advanced-in the 
House today, when the House en- 
grossed the two constitutional 
amendment proposals, which now 
go on the House calendar for third 
reading and passage. These are 
proposals to submit constitutional 
amendments, to enable the city of 
St. Louis to exercise excess con- 
demnation rights for a subway; 
and for extending the life of bonds, 
issued for a subway, from 20 toa 
possible 50 years. ‘ 


was voted with almost no discus- 
sion. The Senate has not consid- 
ered the measures thus far. 

The rapid transif\ enabling bill, 
which would authorize the city of 


rapid transit system, came up for 
engrossment in the House today, 
but. was placed cn the informal 
calendar, for later action, because 
of the absence of Representative 
Claude B..Ricketts of St. Louis, 
one of its joint authors. 

Representativé O. J. Papke of St. 
Louis, the other joint author, re- 
quested that this action be taken, 
explaining that Ricketts had been 
called home by the illness of his 
wife. Papke said the bill would beg 
called from the informal calendar 
as soon as Ricketts returned, and 
might be reached by Thursday, 

A companion bill, which would 
substitute terminable permits for 
the present limited period fran- 
chises of street railways and other 
common carriers, and which in ef- 
fect would give such utilties fran- 
chises for unlimited periods, sub- 
ject to certain conditions, still is 
pending in the House Judiciary 
Committee. It was laid over for 
further consideration following a 
hearing last Thursday, in which 
some opposition developed. 

A proposed constitutional amend- 
ment, which would authorize mu- 
nicipalities to issue bonds to ac- 
quire or construct public utilities, 
maturing in 50 years instead of the 
present maturity ‘limit of 20 years

President, that Government has no 
duty and no power to protect the 
hupgry children who were waiting 
for the 50 cents to supply the food 
for which their pallid lips were 
pleading?

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World’s Unusual Cold Weather 
Attributed to Many Outbursts 
Of Air Currents From Arctic 


Forecaster Explains Causes for Record Low 
Temperatures Over Europe and Below 
Normal Readings in U. S. 


By RAYMOND P. BRANDT,

Dispatch, 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Unus- 
ual weather conditions throughout 
the upper Mississippi Valley and 
the almost unprecedented low tem- 
peratures now prevailing in Europe 
are the subjects of close attention 
by Government and other méteoro- 
logists here, who. are seeking an 
explanation for one of the most 
remarkable winters in recent cen- 
turies. 

Weather Bureau experts and ci- 
vilian meteorologists, who are oft- 
en at odds regarding forecasting 
methods, are agreed that the con- 
ditions in the eastern and western 
hemispheres are the result of the 
Same causes, namely, the constant 
reformation of high pressure areas 
by outbursts of arctic air currents. 

Charles L. Mitchell, principal 
forecaster for the Weather Bureau, 
with the aid of numerous meteoro- 
logical maps, pointed out that 15 
high pressure areas had been 
formed. in January over Alaska 
and Northwestern Canada by polar 
air outbursts, two or three times 
the normal number. 

Cites High Pressure Areas. 

“These -high pressure areas, 
which brought with them lower 
temperatures in the “northwestern 
section of the hemisphere, were. 
balanced by low pressure areas in 
the Southern States and over the 
Gulf of Mexico,”” Mitchell said. “‘As 
these high pressure areas shifted 
from north to south, temperatures 
dropped and caused a most unusu- 
al January. 

“At St. Louis the temperature 
for January was four degrees be- 
low normal. Th Wisconsin and the 
Dakotas the temperature was 12 
degrees below the January aver- 
age. - 

“In some of the Northwestern 
states the temperatures for certain 
weeks in January were as much as 
30 degrees below normal. A drop 
of 30 degrees for several days is 
not unusual, but when such low 
temperatures obtain for a week, it 
is most amazing. 

“The formation and reformation 
of 15 high-pressure areas over 
Alaska and Northern Canada in 
January meant a new area jevery | 
two days. The usual number of | 
new areas is three to six a month. | 
When the number is-low there is | 
a variation in the weather. With | 
15, however, the cold north wind, 
caused by the air rushing from a 
high-pressure area in the North to 
a low-pressure area _in the South, 
was virtually constant. | 

Wid~ Area of Ice Sheets. 

“The low temperatures were de- | 
creased further by the fact that 
most of the area from Alaska to 
the. upper middle of the United 
States has. been covered with snow 
and ice. The snow-covered, ground 
caused a great. variation - between 
day and night. temperatures, thus 
increasing the high pressure, and 
we had something of.a vicious cir- 
cle, the high pressure areas caus-.| 
ing the snow, and the snow caus- 
ing higher pressure. 

“Our data from Europe are mea- 
ger, and I should not like to gen- 
eralize on conditions obtaining ov- 
er there. It appears, however, that 
Europe is suffering from a few ex- 
tensive and long-lived high-pres- 
sure areas rather than from many 
frequent ones, such as we have 
seen in the Middle West.” 

Mitchell had ,before him the’ 
meteorological maps made from 
observations of European’ condi- 
tions sent by radio from the cruiser 
Raleigh, stationed in-the Mediter- 
ranean. The isothermic and iso- 
paric lines, however, extended only 
a short distance into Russia, and 
the large area of Siberia was 
blank.

“The present conditions in Eu- 
rope have prevailed for a com- 
paratively long time,” Mitchell said. 
“Just now we have a very high 
pressure area over Europe, bounded 
on three sides by low pressure 
areas over the middle Atlantic, the 
Mediterranean and Iccland. 

“The low pressure area over the 
Mediterranean ‘pulled down’ the 
cold wind from the North, and 
Thursday the temperature was 18 
degrees above zero at Genoa, an 
unprecented figure there, 

“Weather conditions in barons 
are much more stable than con- 
ditions in this country or Canada. 
The two principal outlets for the 
outbursts of polar: ir are the Mac- 
kenzie Basin, just east of northern 
Alaska, and over Spitzbergen, to 
the north of Norway. For some 
reason uaknown to us, this year 
there have been more out Lursts on 
the American than on the Euro- 
pean ‘side.” 

Little Known of Outbursts. 
\ When asked what caused the

He agrees 
that there is official corruption under the prohbibi- 
tion laws, and confesses that prohibition may be a 
mistake and that he is not bound to it, but be 
lieves that we should persist in prohibition until 
some better method of controlling the liquor question 
is found. In other words, the Senator thinks that 
while we may have a very bad method of dealing 
with the liquor question, that is productive of evils, 
yet we should cling to that bad method until some 
body comes along with something better. 

Senator Borah’s main point was that we have not 
yet learned how to enforce criminal laws, and not 
only are they violated extensively, but we do not deal 
effectively with criminals. 

Mr. Borah merely’ evades the question when he 
classes the probibition law with all other criminal 
laws. There is a general agreement among the peo 
ple with regard to faws against recognized crimes 
against life, property and public security. But there 
is no agreement at all with reference to law-made 
crimes, acts that are not crimes in themselves but are 
designated as crimes in order to control the persona! 
conduct of all the people with reference to liquor. 

Mr. Borah ignores special efforts of the Govern- 
ment to enforce the prohibition laws. He takes no 
account of the creation of special governmental 
agencies for the enforcement of prohibition and the 
special large appropriations made for that purpose. 
No other criminal law is thus singled out for en- 
forcement, and in no other case of a criminal law can 
there be traced the widespread evils, the numerous 
violations and the vast mass of official corruption. 

Mr. Borah ignores altogether the character of the 
prohibition laws, as an attempt to enforce a moral 
law by civil force, to restrain all the people because 
some of the people are guilty of excesses. He ignores 
the fundamental principles involved, the invasion of 
the rights and Iiberties of the people fn order to con- 
trol the abuses of liquor of which only a few of the 
people are guilty. He ignores the experience of 
mankind with sumptuary laws of this char. 
acter, the universal failure to enforce such laws, 
the invariable evil that grows from them. 

It is gratifying, however, to learn from Mr. Borah, 
who has become the champion of prohibition, that 
he may be mistaken and that he has an open mind 
with regard to the repeal or modification of the 
eighteenth amendment and the Volstead law if a bet- 
ter method can be pointed out. However, if we are 
convinced that the method we are trying is bad and 
productive of great evils, it would be wise for us to 
abandon that method and try another. If we aban- 
don governmental effort to control drinking alto- 
gether and, without saloons, permitted the sale of 
liquor, thus leaving moral forces free to control the 
use of it, we would probably be better off than under 
prohibition. 

One good thing has been accomplished by the 
Reed-Borah debate in the Senate. It has opened the 
door to free discussion ef the subject, without re- 
striction on the expression of opinion. -Reason will 
ultimately prevail.

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Senator Dill of Washington has taken a shot at 
the “lame ducks.” His shot is a bill to make de 
feated Congressional candidates ineligible for Federal 
appointive office for two years following their rejec 
tion at the polls. 

This bill, it is explained, is not aimed at any in- 
dividual but, rather, at a practice which public opin- 
ion has frowned upon. Whether the remedy would 
be effective, or whether it is wholly desirable is open 
to question. / 

The defeat of a Representative or Senator for re 
election is, theoretically, a repudiation by his own 
constituency. Such judgment, however, is not ip 
frequently unfair. We bave all seen candidates for 
re-election beaten at the polls, not through any short- 
comings of their own, but because of the unpopular- 
ity of an administration. Such men are not pro- 
nounced unworthy of preferment by the considered 


tims of emotional political circumstances. Not ip 
frequently they are superior in the essentials for 
public service to their fortuitous victors. Some of 
these men may be peculiarly qualified for Federal 
vacancies of the particular moment. A hard and 
fast rule depriving them of the legal right to such 
appointment and depriving the public of their experi- 
ence and ability would obviously be unfair and un- 
wise. 

Again, there is an angle to the “lame duck” 
situation more objectionable, we believe, than ap- 
pointment to Federal office. We refer to the em- 
ployment of defeated Senators and Representatives 
as lobbyists for interests seeking legislative favors at 
Washington. Men so employed are selling more than 
their ability to their employers. They are selling 
the friendships established among their congressiona] 
associates of former years. It ts not an edifying 
sight, this appearance of ex-Senators or ex-Repre 
sentatives as counsel, or spokesmen, or whatnot, for 
interests concerned in pending legislation, exercis- 
ing their privileges as former members and—shall 
we say?—trading upon the favors rendered in the 
give-and-take of official life. Certainly such practice 
is unethical and incompatible with the fitness of 
things. 

A far better solution for this whole unpleasant 
problem is the plan sponsored by Senator Norris for 
abolishing our lame duck session of Congress by re- 
vising our congressional calendar so that men elected 
to that body in presidential years will take their 


duties. The present calendar is a survival of the 
stage-coach era which has no proper place in the 
automobile age. , 

Get rid of the “lame duck session” and the “Jame 
ducks” will cease to quack.

.lt takes courage to defend freedom of thought and 
opinion as Rev. J. T. Stocking defended those guaran- 
tees of the United States Constitution in his pulpit 
at Pilgrim Congregational church last Sunday. There 
is a widespread disposition to believe that these 
guarantees should automatically tighten as the 
wealth of the country increases, as witness the anti- 
syndicalist laws in nineteen of the states, the sup- 
pression of the press under the Minnesota injunction 
law, the strictures of the Postal Department upon 
publications which offend our notions of patriotism, 
and the tyranny exercized by universities, schools, 
municipalities, patriotic organizations, and military 
auxiliaries like the R. 0. T. C., to stop the mouths 
of men and women who dare to challenge the cus- 
toms and practices of our time. Dr. Stecking pro 
tested against that tendency in thesé ringing words: 


This country to be great must be a land of 
freedom, and a free land must give adequate lib- 
erty to the minority. It is from the minority 
that the prophets come. Aljl new movements be- 
gin in the minority: Majorities stand for the 
existing order. Progress comes as minorities are 
turned into majorities, As Emerson remarked. 
“Every truth was once a private opinion.” The 
land of vision must give its minorities liberty. 
The American revolutionists were innovators and 
radicals. 

It sometimes happens that among patriotic 
societies there is a dispositioh to outlaw men and 
women who criticise the existing order and advo- 
cate something new and to cal] them Bolsbevists 
and put them on the dangerous list. ‘Where 
might we well expect to find a disposition to 
listen to those who advocate something new if it 
be not in the ranks of those whose fathers were 
revolutionists and who risked their lives in es- 
tablishing a new order?

HE CIVIL LIBERTIES UNION is mak- | 


ing a tremendous effort to secure resto- 
ration of their citizenship to the 1500 peo- 
ple convicted during the war gor expressions 
of opinion and not for overt acts. Obdvious- 
ly there are no spies among them, for ths 
last thing a spy will do is express an opin- 
ion which might bring him under suspicion. 
A spy who is any good at all takes care 
to be more loudly patriotic than anyone 
else, in so far as words are concerned. 
Loud-mouthed patriotism is part of his dis- 
guise. 

The 1500 people now deprived of their 
citizenship for expressing opposition to the | 
war are for the most part poor boobs who 
never knew what all the excitement was 
about. The few educated men and women 
among them are obviously cranks, who 
never had any particular interest in Ger- 
many, but who are chronically opposed to 
whatever all their neighbors seem to favor. 
So far from aiding Germany, the efforts of 
the whole outfit served only to exasperate 
the American public and to render it more 
relentless in the prosecution of the war.

UT there seems to be a flaw in this ar- 

gument. Granting that they were con- 
victed simply because their talk irritated 
their neighbors, it does not follow that they 
should receive a full and free pardon on 
that account. There is no sense tn encour- 
aging people to make public nuisances of 
themselves, and when the country is strain- 
ing every nerve to win a War the man who 
voices objection to that war is a public 
nuisance. If he does nothing worse, he ex- 
asperates the hot-headed and thereby in- 
cites breaches of the peace. The law recog- 
nizes the principle that a man who uses 
language calculated to provoke an affray 
is equally guilty with him wno strikes the 
first blow. 

To talk about preserving freedom of 
speech throughout the course of a first- } 
class war is all nonsense. It never has i}. 
been done and it never will be done. aA 
state of war is the negation of al] liberty. 
From the moment the emergency is de- 
clared, all ordinary civil liberties are cast 
into the diecard and every citizen ts at the 
mercy of the drillmaster. He must hence- 
forth go where he ts told to go and do 
what he is told to do, even if that includes 
going out to the battlefiehi and being shot 
to death. By comparison with the fate of 
the conscript, the fate of the man who is 
simply told to shut his mouth and keep it 
shut is certainiy not a Bard one. If 1509

As a matter of fact, most of them 
have been punished much too heavily al- 
ready, and these are entitled to an apology, 
not for the sentence itself, but for its tnor- 
dinate length. There is no doubt that some 
Judges went absolutely crazy during the 
war and inflicted savage sentences. Al!) 
these were long since remitted, and no one 
is now in jail simply because of his ex- 
pression of opinion, 

In releasing the prisoners the Govern- 
ment has tacitly admitted that the origina! 
sentences were unjustifiably harsh. But 
deprivation of the rights of citizenship for 
ymore than 10 years is aiso a harsh sentence 
It may be argued with a degree of plaus- 
ibility that it is too harsh for these cases

Not 
only ducks, (geese and others, 
classed as game, will be protected, 
but also smaller birds that have 
made themselves essential to the 
agricultural interests by eating in- 
sects. 

Fathered in Congress by Sena- 
tor Norbeck of South Dakota the 
measure represents the combined 
efforts of a number of wild life 
enthusiasts in and out of the na- 
tional Legislature. Considerable 
contribution to the actual wording 
of the bill was given by Represen- 
tative Andresen of Minnesota. 

The conservationists have felt 
great alarm at the rapidly disap- 
pearing marsh areas which have 


been depriving birds of their na- 
tional habitat.. The fear has been 
held by them that, unless suitable 
water and marsh areas are main- 
tained, the birds will gradually dis- 
appear despite the recent increased 
restrictions placed upon hunting. 
Other Advantages. 

The measure also represents an 
unusual digression from the preva- 
lent opinion that all drainage of 
water of marsh lands is a public

NEW YORK, Feb 19.—New 
York and Buffalo police differed 
today as to whether Pat Crowe 
was dead or alive. 

A suicide in Buffalo was iden- 
tified by pciice of that city yester- 
day as the one-time train robber 
and k'dnaper of Edward Cudahy 
Jr., but early today a2 man who 
said he was Crowe apeared at New 
York police headquartérs, 

Iie said he had seen the story of 
the suicide in the newspapers and 
wanted to relieve the anxiety of his 
son and daughter in Chicago. 

He said he had been living at a 
Bowery hotel for several months 
and before that had been connect- 
ed with a magazine in Hartford. 
Conn., for which he had been writ- 
ing articles against prohibition. 

New York police said Crowe has 
been a character along the Bowery 
for some time and had been ar- 
rested the last time for panhand- 
ling in the Subway. They verifie4 
their identification by a picture 
sent here from Chicago in 1898 
when he was arrested there for 
robbery. Although he had a mus- 
tache whe nthe pieture was taken, 
they said there was no doubt that 
the man was Crowe. 

The Buffalo police, however, 
persisted in the belief that the boty 
of the suicide was that of Crowe. 
The identification was first made 
by two detectives who said they 
arrested him four years ago for 
drunkenness. After the identifica- 
tion, Cihef of Detectives Riordan 
of Buffalo recalled that Crowe al- 
ways wore felt in his shoes’ due to 
weak ankles. Making a second in- 
vestigation of the body in the 


morgue he found the shoes of the | 


victim were lined with felt. 

The body of.the suicide, with a 
bullet through it, was found in the 
rear of the United States customs 
office. All marks of identification 
had been removed from the cloth-

Amendment of the State law for 
regulation of boxing bouts, to place 
wrestling under the supervision of 
the Missouri Athletic Commission 
in the same manner as it now sup- 
ervises boxing. is provided in a bill , 
introduced in the House yesterday 
by eight Representatives.

' The following is a stenographic | 
report of the most important tes- 
timony taken on June 16, 1928, in 
the case of John Marshall, 65, of 
172 Waset Fifty-sixth street, New 
York City. 

Testimony of Dr. Henry Carroll. 
Coroner, in New York City. 

“I was summoned to the Mar- 
shall home by Officer Moriarity of 
the Tenth Precinct and arrived at 
about 9 o'clock, immedjately after 
Detective Hedges. I was ied to the 
sitting-room on the fourth floor in 
which John Marshall had been 
found by the police. The room had 
not been disturbed. The body was 
found suspended between two half. 
open doors. Mr. Marshall had 
been apparently strangled by 2a 
clothes-line noose that hung from 
a heavy walking stick, identified as 
belonging to the deceased, which 
had been placed across two half- 
open doors. It was the belief of 
Detective H that the deceased 
had been strangled and later placed 
in this position. 

“I removed the body and made 
a preliminary examiation, from 
which I deduced that death had oc- 
curred about seven hours ear er, 
although it is difficult to be pre- 
cise about such a thing. I can cer- 
tainly place the death between the 
hours of 12 and 6 o'clock. There 
were no marks of violence on the 
body but I saw suspicious discolor- 
ations which made an autopsy 
eeem desirable. I ordered the body 
removed for the autopsy and was

quantities of str,chnine and of 
chloroform. but not in either case 
a lethal dose. I found no evidences 
of strangulation prio. to hanging.” 

Testimony of Officer Moriarity: 

“I was sent to 172 East Fifty- 
sixth street at 7:30 on the morning 
of June 16.

“On the evening in question I 
went up to speak to my uncle for 
the purpose—to be frank, gentle- 
men—of asking him for a smal] 
advance over my usual monthly 
allowance to permit me to pay 
some rather pressing gambling 
debts.” 

Detective Hedges: “Did he re- 
fuse?” 

Marshall: “He did not. He 
promised to remit the check tc me 
in the morning and asked that he 
be left alone for the evening, as 
he had some very important busi- 
ness to attend to. . He said he 
wanted a tray left outside his door 
when Huggins went to bed at 11. 

“I left him at about a quarter 


past 9 and went downstairs to pass 


this message on to Huggins. I 
jokingly asked him whether I was | 
disinherited or the heir at the mo- 
ment and said that changing hie 
will was the only business that I 
imagined could keep the old man 
up as late as 11.” 

Detective Hedges: 
did Huggins reply?” 

Marshall: “He said he thought 
I was the heir. Isn't that a bit of 
evidence that would b@ ruled out 
of court, Detective?” 

Detective Hedges: “Proceed.” 

Marshall: “I went to my room 
and bathed and dressed. After a 
few moments I had a feeling of 
great nausea and telephoned to Dr. 
Wickham, our family physician, 
and asked him to come over. 
He arrived in a short while 
and pronounced my case one of 
ptomaine poison. He sent me 
to bed and engaged a nurse. 
Around ten-thirty Miss Willowes 
arrived and took my case in charg2. 
I have been with her ever since 
until the interruption of the police 
this morning around eight.” 

Testimony of Dr. Wickhan: 

“Last evening I received a call 
from Mr. Vincent Marshall to come 
to his home. I arrived about 10 
o'clock and went immediately to 
the bedroom of “Wir. Marshall or 
the third floor. I diagnosed his 
case as slight ptomaine poisoning 
and asked him if he wished a 
nurse. He said that he did and I 
telephoned the registry from his 
house. They told me that Miss Wi, 
lowes was free ani I engaged her 
After a few m'‘rutes’ chat with Mr. 
Vincent Marshall 1 suggested going 
up to see his uncle and was told 
by him that the uncle had left or- 
Gers not to be disturbed. I then 
left.” : 

Detective Hedges. “Had you ever 
heard the poison arsenic discussed 
by either Mr. Marshall?” | 

Dr. Wickham (after hesitation): 
“Yes, I vaguely recall a conversa- 
tion that must have taken place a 
year ago. I was a caller at the 
Marshall home and the subject 
turned to famous poison Cases. Mr. 
Vincent asked me what was the 
most easily procurable poison and 
I told him arsenic. He said he 
wished it to free the ceilar of rats.” 

Testimony of Luke Wethering- 
— Druggist, 56th St. and Third 

ve.: 

“I have had dealings with both 
Mr. John Marshell and his nephew 
for 10 years. I distinctly remember 
Mr. Vincent’s coming here about 
@ year ago and asking for some 
arsenic to destroy rats in the’ cel- 
lar. I recommended another rem- 
edy, which has no fatal effects to 
human beings. and he accépted it. 

“I have, however, records of 
large quantities of arsenic being 
purchased by Mr. John Marshall in 
recent months. He told me that

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the remedy for rats I had given his 
nephew had proved unsuccessful 
and he was quite willing to sign 
for poison pur- 
chases, so I had no hesitation in 
selling it to him.” 


Testimony of Miss Willowes: 

“I was telephoned by the regis- 
try last evening at 10 o’clock and 
arrived at the Marshall home 
around ten-thirty. I found Mr. 
Marshall uncomfortable but not 
dangerously ill. He attributed his 
attack of ptomaine polsoning to 
having eaten oysters that day, 
which was particularily warm. He 
proved an easy, though sleepless 
patient, and as I had my supper 
prepared and brought up to his 
room on a tray before the butler 
left at 11 he was never out of my 
presence from nine last night until 
eight this morning, except for sev- 
eral trips to the bathroom during 
the night.” 

Testimony of William Huggins, 
butler: 

“TI let Mr. Vincent in at nine, sir, 
and then retired to the pantry. At 
about nine-thirty the young mas- 
ter came down and told me that 
Mr. John was ailing and didn’t 
wish no dinner, only a supper tray 
outside his door at eleven. About 
10 o'clock the door-bell rang and 
I admitted Dr. Wickhan, the fam- 
ily physician, who said as how Mr. 
Vincent was ill. I announced him 
and he was shown to Mr. Vincent's 
room. He left shortly. In half an 
hour I admitted Miss Willowes, the 
nurse, and showed her to a guest 
room on the third/floor where she 
could change her things. Wheh she 
came into the hall and said she 
was ready I took her in to master 
Vincent, who was now sick in 
bed. She asked for a tray for 
herself before I went to bed 
and said’ as how Mr. Vincent 
wouldn't want nothing to eat. 
At 11 1 took trays to her and to 
the old. master, leaving his outside 
his door as per instructions. Then 
I retired. 

“When I woke up this morning 
after a night of unbroken slumber, 
I went up to master’s room on the 
fourth fleor, to call him at 7:15, 
as per custom. When I saw the

around the sun—a trip which 

takes exactly one year — it 
tilts from one side to the other 
so that in winter those of us who 
live north of the equator are 
tipped away from the sun, and in 
the summer toward it. And it 
is this tilting which makes our 
weather cooler or warmer, accord- 
ing as we are nearer to or farther 
from the sun. 


Near the . equator of course, 
things are otherwise. There all 
year round one is always about 
the same distance from the sun, 
and the tilting makes very little 
difference. And because .the 
equator is at the bulge of the 
sphericai earth and so somewhat 
nearer to the sun than other 
places, the climate ncar the equa- 
tor is always very hot. 

Day and night near the equator, 
exactly as day and night all over 
the earth depends on the spinning 
of the carth, not on the trip 
around the sun. Near the equa- 
tor, day and night are always of 
equal length because the bulge 
of the earth !s always about the 
same distnce from the sun no mat- 
ter which pole happens to be tilt- 
ing toward it. 

But the hot and cold of the 
seasons comes from the voyage 
around the sun, when the earth 
tilts. Even when it tilts one ‘pole 
away from and the other toward 
the sun, the equator is always the

“Then, if you really want your 
cold cured, go to bed for three 
days.” That is good sound sense. 

Good sound sense, but the hard- 
est thing to get anybody to do. 
People wil] take any sort of drug. 
They will swallow quantities of 
these substances, thoroughly con- 
vinced that some magic is going to 
be performed inside them. Verily, ] 
say unto you, if ye take all the cold 
medicines ever devised, and go not 
to bed, ye are like sounding brass 
or tinkling cymbals. Especially 
like tinkling cymbals. 


Nature must take its course. The 
cold will not be over unti) the in- 
flammation has subsided. The 
only way to quicken the process is 
to put yourself at rest and let na- 
ture’s forces muster to overcome 
the infection. 

Every symptom the patient with 
a cold has is a plain signal to go 
to bed. “I’m so :ick I can hardly 
stand up.” “Honestly, this cold 
makes me so dizzy!" “I'm just 
faint with my head; I ought to lie 
down a‘ while.” Your muscles 
ache, you are tired, you long for 
rest, you hate to think of exerting 
yourseH; you are chilly—why not 
go to bed? Wouldn’t being a bed 
ameliorate al] these symptoms? 

Even 24 hours in bed at the very 
beginning of a cold is better than 
nothing. It is, in fact, better than 
anything. After the first 24 or 438 
hours of a cold, when it has 
reached the productive stage of in- 
flammation, as the pathologists say, 
or after it has reached the “runny” 
stage, as you and I say, the need 
for being in bed is not so impera- 
tive. It’s perfectly all right after 
that to get up and go down to the 
office and explain how dreadful 
you've been feeling. 

There are three very serious ob- 
jections to the system of going to 
bed when vou have a cold. One is 
that there is no hocus-pocus about 
it—-there is no magic, no mystery. 
It is perfectly rational and hence 
could not be expected to appeal to 
any large proportion of the human 
race. Second, it prevents the pa- 
tient from explaining to everyone 
just exactly how bad he _ feels.

Soak the fish over night in water, 
and in the morning drain. Dredge 
with flour, salt and pepper and 
place in a baking pan, covering 
with milk. Bake in the oven unti] 
the fish is tender. The fish will 
usually be just right when the milk 
is absorbed. 


Don't Use Lye 
When drains or pipes are clogged 
with grease, beliling water and 
washing soda will do the trick, 
but avoid lye. The lye is apt to 
form soap of the grease and clog 
the drain more than ever.
